He also exhibited great courage and 
presence of mind and sense of duty in rescuing two labourers 
who were buried under bricks at a depth of 45 feet in a 
well under construction on 16th June 1973. fn 1973, during 
the Sabarmati floods Shri Gadhavi showed resourcefulness, 
devotion to duty, courage and presence of mind when he 
rescued 40 to 50 marooned families.

Shri Dalpat Singh, cx-Bn. Commandant, Border Wing 
Home Guards. Gannanagar, was posted as a Dy. Comdt., 
Home Guards Training Centre, Warmer in 1971 when Tndo- 
Pak war broke out. He did commendable work during 14 
days conflict. He effectively organised the Home Guards for 
guard duties on vulnerable points and for city patrolling duties 
in connection with black-out and other ARP duties, - which 
created confidence in the public. He also organised the 
Rural Home Guards. 

On the night of 7/8th December 1971. Barmer City faced 
its first and direct bombing raid by Pakistani bombers. On 
ihis night at 0400 hours, an enemy Canberra Bomber drop- 
ped high explosive bombs on the Barmer Railway Station 
goods godown making a direct hit on the goods yard plat- 
form on which was stored a large cache of diesel and petrol 
drums which immediately caught fire and sent a huge flame 
roaring into the sky 300 feet high. These drums were onlv 
a few of the drums that had been taken out of a fully loaded 
special (rain of petrol. Shri Dalpat Singh rushed to the spot 
nlongwith the platoon of Home Guards that were kept on 
24 hours’ special fire alert in the Police lines. On reach im 
the spot he organised the fire fMitine party, taking help from 
the Police and the RAC. He realized that human efforts 
should he directed to isolate the fire instead. Very dose to 
the fire, large number of drums of petrol and diesel and 
ammun'tion were Ivina which were Dhvsicallv lifted or rolled 
out with utter disregard for the danger involved. 

He also decided to disengage the Test of the train from 
the burning wagons and roll it out of the yard where it would 
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be of no danger to the City. Shri Dalpat Singh was respon- 
sible in organising all this work. While the process of roil- 
ing the wagons by human efforts was on, the Pak bomber 
came low and dropped high explosive bombs. The work of 
disengagement was immediately restarted with further enthu- 
siasm till all the wagons and coaches were removed. During 
the entire period Shri Dalpat Singh remained on the spot. He 
proved himself worthy, loyal .'to the nation and devoted to 
his duly.
